Broadway is the street that connects East St. Louis with the Eads bridge. It 
leads from the bridge aprpoach over the viaduct that spans Cahokia creek to the city 


limits. From the viaduct it runs almost due east. It forms the bisecting line be- 
tween the flood that entered through the break in the Illinois Central tracks at mid- 
night on Tuesday and the northern part of the city. The streets of East St. Louis 
cross Broadway at right angles. Most of thos running north and south bear num- 
brs, Third street beng the street at the foot of the viaduct.

Many, who could not see Broad- 
way in the distance, did not know but that 
the flood had engulfed the entire city. 

They could see that the water was rising

Boat Building 

Was Ordered. 

Hundreds had taken refuge in school 
buildings and factories, taking no food 
with them. These were principally women 
and children. 

As the breakfast hour passed and dinner 
time approached and no food was forth- 
coming the children began to cry and their 
mothers were not able to satisfy them with 
the doubting assurances which they could 
give them that they soon, would have 
plenty to eat. 

As soon as light had come men in the 
flooded districts had fashioned rude rafts, 
on which they went in search of food and 
assistance, but it was little of either that 
they were able to get. 

By 9 o'clock skiffs began to appear on 
the water. A number owned along the 
creek were Drovght into requisition, and 
urgent requests were sent in every direc- 
tion for more. 

Orders were given for boats to be built 
as rapidly as it could be done. 

As fast as the boats were obtained they 
were used to rescue those who were in the 
most danger. Rafts were used for the same 
purpose in extreme cases. 

In some cases threatened 
escaped on floating board walks. 

The shots which had been fired early in 
the morning as signals of distress were 
not repeated, and the frantic waving of 
garments from the tops of houses ceased 
as the people saw signs of activity on 
the waters. They composed themselves as 
best they could to walt for rescue. 

It was found that houses along the 
higher paved streets could be reached by 
wagons, and a large number were put 
into commis@om for that purpose. The 
teams were driven as far down the 
streets as they could be and families were 
taken from their tottering houses, most 
of them built below the street level, and 
placed on dry ground at Broadway. 

With all the boats and all the wagons 
at work tha people could only be brought 
out a few at a time and the indications 
at noon were that there would be a good 
deal of suffering from hunger before all 
who are in need of assistance can bé 
brought out or succored at their homes.

Many Families 
Are Missing. 

As the day wore on the anxiety and un- 
certainty as to the number who had per- 
ished was not relieved. Few of those who 
were brought to Broadway could tell any- 
thing about the fatalities. Most of them 
had not seen persons drown, but there 
were many and many houses about which 
there were ne signs of life, and they could 
not tell whether the occupants had escaped 
in time or whether they had drowned in‘ 
their houses or in attempting to leave 
them after the waters had risen around 
them. 

Within a few hours it had become ap- 
parent that if the water was to be held at 
Broadway the embankment there would 
have to do it without assistance. Its pe- 
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culiar construction, a perpendicular wall 
on either side, prevented reinforcement 
with sacks of sand. 

Soon after it became apparent that con- 
fidence in the embankment was misplaced. 
Water began to force its way through and 
fall in cataracts to the low ground north 
of the street. 

From Seventh to Tenth streets there was 
by 9 o'clock an almost continuous water- 
fall, and the depressions between Groad- 
way and Missouri avenue were filling rap- 
idly. 

At 9 o’clock there was a cave-in at Ninth 
street and Broadway, and the water 
gushed forth in a torrent. A feeble at- 
tempt was made to stop it, but it was seen 
that this could not be done, and the at- 
tempt was abandoned. 

Congressman William A. Rodenberg, in 
charge of the patrol along that section of‘ 
the street, sent five men through the low 
streets north of Broadway warning the 
people to get out without delay. 

The warning was taken and during the 
following hours the elevated streets were 
filled with furniture, which was removed by 
vans and wagons as fast as possible. 


Northern Break 
Not Menacing. 

Meantime the officials who had nmiade 
such a valiant fignt against the flood were 
busy with relief measures. A _ refugee 
camp had been established on high ground 
at Fourteenth street and the Rock road, 
where all were sent who had nowhere else 
to go. 

A commissary department, on a 
scale, was established at the City 
where all the refugees were fed. 

A break in the B. & O. trestle; north of 
the city, was reported, and, through it, 
water was filling in the low ground, north 
and northeast of the city, but the menace 
constituted by this was not deemed to 
be imminent, and it caused no great 
anxiety. 

There was no relaxation of vigilance 
along the creek front, where the principal 
fight had been made. It was considered 
that the levee there was strong enough to 
withstand the flood, but a high wind, 
which came up about the middle of the 
afternoon reawakened anxiety. 

Preparations were made to combat the 
flood if it should break down the Broad- 
way barrier. It was planned to make an- 
other stand, the last, at Missouri avenue, 
which is built on an elevation with sloping 
sides, and thus keep the water, if possible, 
from engulfing all the business section and 
the residence section. 

The region inundated its the most thickly 
populated portion of WBast st. Louis. 
Iiouses, most of them frame, are close 
together, and it is common for houses to 
shelter a large family or two. While geo- 
graphically the district is less than half 
of that of the entire city, the crowded con- 
ditions and the large families gives ground 
for the estimate that almost half of the 
population of the city is exiled by the m- 
urdation. 

The district extends from the Illinois 
Central tracks, which run south along the 
bank of Cahokia creek, east and southeast 
to the city limits and north to Broadway, 
which {fs the street running from the PBads 
bridge across the viaduct, and out to the 
eity limits.

At 12:50 Wednesday morning the Illinois 
Central embankment southeast of Hast St. 
Louis gave way under the tremendous 
pressure of the lake of backwater, letting

* Weakened by the seep water that has 
been forcing its way through for three 
days, a section 100 feet long ahd 4 feet deep 
suddenly caved in. Backed by the weight 
of the seven-mile lake behind it, the water 
leaped through into the southern part of 
the city.

City Had Hoped 
to Win Battle. 


While the danger from a break im the 
Tllinoie Central was well known in Bast 
St. Louis, that part of the defenses was 
never regarded as the real danger point. 
Mayor Cook announced Tuesday evening 
that if the water could be kept out for 
12 hours he felt assured the critical period 
would be over. He called on the citizens 
of East St. Louis to rally for the final 
battle with the flood, 

Many of the men at work on the levee 
had not slept one hour in twenty for the 
last four days. Some of the laborers were 
sb exhausted that they dropped on the sand 
bags and slept while their fellows worked

they responded bravely to the call for) 


Tuesday night. Bankers, business men, 
real estate agents, physicians, lawyers, me- 
chanics and laborers worked shirtsleeve to 
shirtsleeve in the battle for a city. 

There were 3000 men at work on the leveé, 
and they were handled with the system 
and disclipline of an army. The force was 
divided under the charge of responsible 
leaders. Each gang had a certain part of 
the levee to protect. If the levee grew 
suddenly weak in one place men from other 
gangs were hurried to the threatened spot. 
Mayor Cook supervised the fight from his 
office in the city hall. 

Until 9 o’clock the whole crescent-shaped 
line of battle seemed firm and confident. 
Then a call came from the Illinois Central 
embankment all the way out from Tenth 
street for more men, dirt and bags. A 
train of twelve cars of dirt and 300 men 
were rushed to the scene. 

The water was running over the embank- 
ment in several places. Even with the 
reinforcements the long embankment could 
not be properly guarded. At il o'clock 
another train was dispatched. 


City Had Hoped 
to Win Battle. 

Those on the train succeded in partially 
checking the flow. At midnight Mayor 
Cook announced. 

“If we can hold the Illinois Central dike 
until morning we have won the fight. 

Over a thousand men assisted by nearly 
all the women and children in the southern 
district were working frantically at a tem- 
porary leves on top the embankment to 
hold the water out. All felt that this was 
the Mississippi's last assault, and they 
closed in the final grapple with desperate 
energy. : 

Women held the mouth of sacks open 
while the men filled with clay and sand. 
Then the children tied the openings and 
the sacks were rushed off to the weakest 
places. 

Slowly the levee rose above the level of 
the water, and workers belleved 
that the danger was nearly over. 
When they were raising the height 
of the levee the water forced its 
way under the embankment, and 70 feet 
of it suddenly caved tn. The break was 
accompanied by three sharp reports as the 
water shot through. 


Body of Water 
Four Feet High. 

As the enmbankment fell, a body of wa- 
ter Your’feet high leaped out in to the low 
country beyond. A row of small frame 
houses directly in the path of the wave 
crumpled up like eggshells under the force 
of the blow. 

Within a few seconds of the break the 
crevasse was twice its original size, It 
grew rapidly until it was more than 200 
yards wide. A tawny torrent ten feet deep 
was hurling itself into the lower city with 
a booming roar that could be heard for 
miles. It spread out and dashed onward 
into the city, sweeping many houses off 
their foundations and sweeping around wit 
stronger ones in whirling eddies. 

The residents of the lower city had eit 
warned early in the evening to be prepared 
for a sudden move.

Five Hundred Persons Remain in Submerged 
- Town and Food Has Been Provided. 


Conditions in Venice, Madison and Gran- 
ite City have assumed a more hopeful 
phase. 

Policeman Michael Brooks siated to the 
Post-Dispatch that there are from 499 to 
800 persons still in Venice. They are shei- 
terediin box cars, second stories of dwell- 
ings and the schoolhouse. 

Of these 142 are in the schoolhouse. 

The town Is systematically patrolled by 
a force of ® men, who guard property and 
carry provisions to the beleaguered in- 
habitants. 

Policeman Brooks says there have been 
no persons drowned in Venice. 

Of 6% persons in Venice, from 7 to 100 
are women and children. Two babies have 
Aied in box cars. There have been six 
births in the placé since the flood breke 
throug. Twins, born in the echoolhouse, 
died. These are the only known fatalities. 

There are still 700 persons remaining 
4n Madison. Fifty-two are quartered in the 
schoolhouse. There are 20 women and chil- 
dren sheltered in the schoolhouse and on 
the first and second floors of their homes. 

The town officials have deserted the 
place, and there is no organized patrol. 

Relief is being given by the Car Wheel 
Molders’ Union and the employes of the 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Company 

Bread was offered by relief boats to a 


number of refugees and was not accepted, 


~ 


as they stated that they had enough food 
for today. 

There are 4600 persons in Granite City. 
Fully 3000 ere living in their homes. Of 
the other 1000 a least 200 are visiting with 
neighbors and friends in homes where the 
conditions are more favorable. 

The relief committees are caring for 800. 

The river rose an_inch in the last 24 
hours, but as it spread over a large terri- 
tory no perceptible fresh damage was done. 

Water hasu surrounded the Molihup Hotel 
end Schlueter’s drug store, and reached 
the Lutheran Church. 

The Commonwealth Steel Foundry is 
working a large force of men, and no ma- 
terial injury to the large industrial plants 
at Granite City has been done.

The water rushed in on Madison late Sun- 
day evening and, as late as Monday morn- 
ing, persons were taken off the wooden 
sidewalks. 

The houses had not been flooded until 
late in the night and their occupants had 
remained until after dark. being loth to 
leave their homes. When they could stay 
in the house no longer they ran tq the 
streets and, finding the walks foating, 
got on them.

after 12 o'clock Wednesday morning. 

“Man, that’s the river,” shouted a man 
who had rushed in from the street, | 

Special Officer Gerry ran in through the 
front door shouting: 

“Run for your lives.” 

The men eating their midnight meal 
stopped and ran to the door, 

The ® women serving them with food 
followed. 

_ Bome became panic stricken. All ran. 

Dr. J. lL. Wigging met them at the door. 
He was cool and collected. He assured the 
women that there was no immediate danget 
and told them they had time to get their 
hats. 

Then he put them into @ stake wagon 
and gave the driver orders to drive as 
rapidly as possible to the City Hall: 

As they ‘dashed up Main street a man 
was running up to the doors along the way 
waking the sleeping residents and telling 
them the water was coming. 

The wagon stopped at the city hall. The 
women alighted from the wagon, but a new 
order came. Some one in authority sald 
there was no immediate danger and food 
must be given to the men who were work- 
ing on the dike just back of the commis- 
gary department. 

The women were asked ff they would go 
back’ into the danger and help by giving 
food to the workers. 


Heroines When 
They Were Needed, 

Those who had been crying a few mo- 
ments before the danger came, quit when 
they learned that their work was needed. 

They were put into the patrol wagon 
and taken back to the commissary depart- 
ment. They did little in the way of gining 
food before the altuation was again re- 
ported dangerous. 

Their gasoline stoves and food were 
packed into wagons and @ second trip was 
made to the City Hall. The water was 
coming in earnest this tlem, They went at 
once to the auditorium. The seats were 
packed on the stage, together with much of 
the beautiful furniture of the City Hall, anda 
the gasoline stoves were set up in a line. 
Cook Went to Sleep 

Lighting Gasoline. 

One hour after the announcement of dan- 
ger, the commissary department was do- 
ing business again. All night long, food 
was made ready and given to the dike 
‘workers. 

Cook Scott, who has been on duty al- 
most constantly since Saturday night, 
went to sleep as he was lighting the gaso- 
line stove Wednesday morning. Men 
flocked in from the outlying districts, hav- 
ing had no food since for 36 hours, but 
City Hell kitchen supplied their needs 

The commissary was established Satur- 
@ay night at the suggestion of Dr J. L. 
Wiggins. It has supplied food to the

When 
he entered the house there was no water 
in sight. He remained ten minutes, and, 
when he left it, he stepped into a torrent 
up to his waist. 

Just before the break in the Ilinois Cen- 
tral levee occurred, George Carpenter, an 
Illinois Central employe, who had been at 
work on the levee all night, walked to 
Broadway, three-quarters of a mile away. 

He had hardly reached Broadway, he 
says, when he heard a sharp roar, which, 
he afterwards learned, was the river 
bursting through the levee. The torrent 
poured through the opening in the Illinois 
Central embankment and over the tracks 
of the Southern Railway in a waterfall. 
| Several negroes ran to Broadway with 
the news thet the embankment had given 
way. 

Carpenter says he rag down Main street 
to the river front, shouting as loudly as 
he could to awaken the sleeping residents. 
Some grew angry because their slumbers 
were disturbed, refusing to depart, as 
they thought ft a false alarm. Others 
hastened to depart. 

Carpenter declares thet he walked tow- 
ards the river until he met the flood and 
then turned back. He walked at top 
speed, yet the water was at his heels until 
he reached Broadway. 

Little time was given the levee workers 
to escape when the flood tore through the 
gap. 

A Southern engine and some fiat card 
stood near by. The men hastily clam- 
bered on the care and the train pulled out 
at full speed. It was a race between the 
two, but the engine won. 

There was no time to warn the hundreds 
of persons asleep in their homes. 

Bd Clark, also a level worker, states that 
he saw the flood sweeping up Main street. 
He ran towards Broadway and second 
streete and the water beat him to that 
point. 

A Southern engine standing at Ninth 
street whistled the first alarm. The engi- 
neer held the string until the flood was 
upon him. Then he fied. The engine at 
li o’clock Wednesday morning was half 
submerged. | 

At noon Wednesday St. Mary’s Catholic 
Church was six feet in deep water, 

The new public library was surrounded 
on all sides, but the Broadway front, and 
at the rear the water reached nearly to 
the second story. 

Merchants on the south side of Broad- 
way have moved their stocks to the sec- 
ond floors of their stores for safety. 

Barges, rafts and skiffs are being used 
to carry food and supplies to families be- 
sieged in the second stories of their homes. 
Refugees from the outlying limits, where 
the flood has attained itsgreatest depth, 
are being resoued by every available 
form of craft. 

Some of them carry thelr dogs, 
pet animals in their arms. 

An unusual feature is- the number of 
stylishly dressed women along the danger 
line, 
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HIGH TEACHERS AND 
PUPILS FIGHT FLOOD. 


The teachers and students of the East 
St. Louis High School have done their 
share towards keeping the flood out of the 
city. 

The schools have had only half-day ses- 
gions since Monday, and both afternoon 
and night Monday they were at work either 
on the dikes or in the commissary depart- 
ment at Elliot’s shops. 

Superintendent Ric carried sacks of 
earth on the dikes. So did Principal Man- 


visor of physical culture, used his strength 
to good purpose pitching sacks of sand 
from the flat cars near the Relay to the 
men at work on lower ground. 

While he was at work, little Ernest Jen- 
ners, a water-boy, fell into the creek be- 
tween the flat cars and the dike.

STRANGERS, NOT FRIENDS, 
ALWAYS HIS VICTIMS 


Famous Bank Robber Proud of His 
Long Uareer of Urime, x- 
tending Over World. 


SPRINGFIELD, Il, June 10.—Proud of 
his career of crime, but insisting that he 
pever really wronged @ man, “Joe” Kil- 
loran, soon to answer to a charge of post- 
office robbery here eight years ago, is con~ 
tentedly resting in the local jail. 

Captured in New York with his two as 

gociates in the $26,000 robbery at Spring- 
field in 18%, Killoran was the hero of @ 
remarkable escape from the same prison 
where he recently was confined. Since that 
time he has traveled the world over, ever 
living by his wits and preying on those 
who had money. 
' Wow that his hair has become silvery 
and his health broken, this professional 
oréok decides he has been a modern Robin 
Hood, taking only from those who could 
wpare it. He justifies himself by the idea 
that, while the burglar or sneakthief is 
hounded down, the robber he considers 
qorse, the defaulter, is usually given the 
gwympathy of a large part of the public, 

In his cell at the Springfield jail today 
Killoran gave his views on morality and 
the ethics of. his profession and told some 
incidents of his career. 


“Joe’’ seemed pleased as he told how in 
the Ludlow street jail in New York eight 
years ago he had the happy inspiration 
to take the jall keys away from the ‘keep- 
ers and lock those officials in Umbo as 
hostages for’ his friends, “Charlie” Allen 
and “Harry” Russell, and himself. He 
had been telling with rare candor how he 
and Allen had made the capitals of Bu- 
rope pay tribute to their nimble genius 
after they had shaken from their feet the 
dust of Ludlow street. With much wealth 
of. detail he had described the several 
methods of ‘making a touch” and of “‘turn- 
ing a sucker; of removing $40,000 worth 
of government bonds from a bank or @ 
gpafe deposit vault at one stroke, or of 
“holding up’’ a- miserable bank messenger 
and lightening his burden. 

After all this the “gentleman thief's’’ 
face lighted up with something like true 
ride as he said: ‘‘No, I don’t think I 
ave ever really wronged another man.” 
‘Joe’ Killoran’s guest probably betrayed 
his astonishment. Here was a rare Oop- 
portunity to gain some insight into that 
etrangely anomalous thing—a thtef’s moral 
and ethical code. So ‘“Joe’s’’ visitor said: 
“And pray, what would you call those 
little diversions you have been describing? 
Did you wrong none of those persons on 

whom you preyed so successfully?’’ 

Killoran looked frankly disgusted. ‘“‘Why 
mo; 1 don’t think so. They were strangers 
to me. I regarded them as fair game. You 
ought to know what I mean. When I say 
I never wronged a man, I mean that I 
mever betrayed a man who had trusted 
me and that 1 never was faithless with a 
friend. To do that I should call a ain. 
The kind of work ‘Charlie’ Allen and I 
did in is, Brussels and London was 
simply in the line of our business. It in- 
vol deception, of course, but not treach- 
ery. not betrayal. We had to set our 
wits against the wits of the police and 


. Of the bank officials every time we made 


a strike. To us their personality was 
nothing. They were mere obstacles to be 
surmounted in a crafty game. We played 
for high stakes and we took desperate 
chances.

THE SOUTH, HE DECLARES, 
IS NOT ALL TO BLAME 


Story of a Man Who Has Devoted His 
Life to the Uplifting of the 
Colored People. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 10.--The Washington staff 
correspondent of the Tribune wires an in- 
téresting interview with Prof. W. H. H.- 
Hart on the race problem in the South. 
Prof. Hart is One of the most advanced 
negro philanthropists in the country. Born | 
@ slave in a stockade in Alabama, having 
his first schooling from a Yankee school- 
marm under the shade of a forest on the 
banks of the Chattahoocheé, and prog:ess- 
ing to a point where he has become pro- 
fessor of law in Howard University and 
the head of a voluntary charitable instl- 
tution of his own, which he has conduct- 
ed for years out of his own pocket, Prof. 
Hart is in a singular degree fitted to speak 
On the negro question. 

Hie knows the South perhaps as well as 
any man in the country so; far as racial 
characteristics are concerned, and as his 
own father and his paternal grandfather 
were white men he is, perhaps, as well 
equipped by training as any One could be 
to understand the tremendous issues ili- 
volved in what is known as the negro 
question in the United States, 

“No nostrums. No miracles.” 

This is the text from which Prof. Hart 
preaches a remarkable sermon, and it must 
be understoed in the first place that he is 
broad enough and fair enough to talk 
conservatively, patiently, hopefuliy and 
philosophically regarding a great question 
which he himself says will require gener- 
ations to settle. He takes the ground and 
tortifies his position with an astonshing 
grasp of the aciual situation in the United 
States that the negro is nothing more por 
less than a man, not peculiar in any sense, 
but. to be deait with as other men would 
be dealt with when placed in exacily the

All the rest 
ja white, but under the old and present 
laws he is none the less a negro, and if 
he were not so by kaw he would be

Entirely aside from his duties at the 
Howard University, where colored men and 
women are given a remarkabiy good high- 
er education. rof. Hart has been engaged 
in a pesonai charitable work which is 
known to many people, and particularly in 
Congress, which at last by a small appro- 
priayion hag extended belated aid to a suc- 
cessful charity. . 
His Home for 

Colored Waifs. 

Starting in with a farm he owns down 
the Potomac, a few miles from Washing- 
ton, Prof. Hart began to create a home for 
the little coiored waifs of the capical. 
Every cent he could raige by his success 
ful law practice was devoted to this werk. 
He established a sort of voluntary reform 
school down the river, where the little 
street criminals were actually put on their 
honor, and with entire success. No bolts, 
no bars, no ards, no high waim dis- 
ti igaed this curious reform schooi, Bach 
little colored — wae told that his aeif 
interest was involved in remaining in the 
school, and to the everlasting c. edit of the 
“little cusses’’ it must be said that few 
of them ever have r away, and most of 
those who did came back of their own ac- 


cord. 

“What is the matter in the South?” I 
asked, “and what must be done about it? 

“The greatest blight Bpop the Southern 
states is still the one Influence of sla- 
very. Neither the whites nor the blacks 
have yet been able to escape from thet 
blight. Nevertheless, the interests of 
both the white man and the colored man 
in the South are identical. What helps 
one helps the other, and a hindrance to 
one is a hindrance to the other. They 
are actually neighbors now, and 
ought to be friends. They are placed to- 
gether in the South, which has marvelots 
natural resources scarcely yet touched, 
with a widely scattered and sparse popu- 
lation, with marshes undrained, with 
streams unbridged, with the richest land 
undeveloped. . 

“The South has today the monopoly of 
one ef the essential products of civiliza- 
tion—cotton. The Western states, Rus- 
sia, Argentina and Australia will feed 
the world, but the South Atlantic states, 
with their flelds of fleece, must clothe the 
world. The demand for cotton will in- 
crease, but the area cannot be enlarged. 
I expect within my lifetime to see a 
pound of cotton worth a bushel of wheat, 
and with such a staple in its exclusive 

ossession what is known as. the black 
Peit of America must necessarily be pros- 
perous from a material point of view,

The break in the levee at East St. Louis realises the worst 
fears. The lower part of the city is flooded and thousands of 
people are homeless fugitives from the waters. The situation 
is tragic. Redoubled efforts are, of course, required to prevent 
further damage and save that portion of the city lying north of 
the Southern tracks. The heroic work of the citizens of East St. 
Louis will not be relaxed, but ald is needed from the outside 
and it should be cheerfully supplied. Moreover the people who 
have been driven from their homes must be cared for. Shelter, 
food, clothes, besides money, are required for their immediate 
relief. The cry for help is no longer from a distance. It ts at 
our door. It is hoped that it will not be unheeded. Relief work 
should be organized on an ample and effective scale to meet 


this emergency. 
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PROGRESS IN THE TERMINAL QUESTION. 

The people of St. Louls hall with approval the action of 
the Council Tuesday night indicating a commendable intention 
on the part of a majority of that body to conserve public instead 
of private interests in the franchise term inal bills. 

The subway bill was reported by the railroad committee with 
amendments providing for a term of % years, and for an an- 
nual payment to the city of $37,500. 

The joint and concurrent resolution providing for a committee 
of the Council and House to confer with the Terminal Railroad 
Association on the subject of the abolition of the bridge arbi- 
trary, or in other words the removal of the St. Louis terminals 
from East St. Louis to St. Louis, where they rightfully belong, 
was passed. 

These are steps in the right direction, steps necessary to the 
protection and promotion of the general public interests and the 
business interests of St. Louis. If persisted in to a successful 
conclusion the administration will be placed in far better position 
before the people with regard to its plans to raise money for 
improvements and will do a great service to St. Louis. 

In a petition to the City Council the St. Louls Manufacturers’ 
Association urged the importance of incorporating in the ter- 
minal franchise billa provisions which would safeguard the busi- 
ness interests of St. Louis. The association asked the Council 
to concede the Terminal Rallroad Association the franchises 
sought on two conditions: 

1. That St. Louis be made the terminal point of all St. 
Louis business or in other words that this city be placed 
on the railway map. 

2. That a maximum switching charge of $2 be fixed for 
all points in St. Louis. 

The manufacturers urged that these oonditions are vitally 
necessary to the business interests and unless they are ob 
tained it will be difficult to continue to do business in 6&t. 
Louls, but the Council, in its action on the loop ordinance, ig- 
nored the petition. 

A petition asking for the removal of the raflroad terminals 
from East St. Louis to St. Louis, signed by 900 merchants and 
manufacturers of this city, was sent to the Terminal Ratlroad 
Association, but nothing has been done by the association to 
satisfy the demand. Although the form of the demand may 
vary the maximum rate and the removal of the terminals from 
Bast Bt. Louis to St. Louls have been the essential points of the 
conditions urged .by St. Louis business men as vitally neces- 
sary to the life and expansion of St. Louis business. 

BUT THE ACCEPTANCE OF THE CONDITIONS DEEMED 
NECESSARY AND PROPER IN THE GRANTING OF THESE 
VALUABLE FRANCHISES SHOULD BE ASSURED BE- 
FORE ANY ONH OF THE BILLS ARE PASSED. THERE 
SHOULD BE A GUARANTEE OF SUCCESS AS THE CONDI- 
TION PRECEDENT TO CONCESSION. 

The House should stand firm upon its platform for public in- 
terests. The action of the Council indicates that benefits of 
inestimable value to 8t. Louis may be obtained by faithful ad- 
herence to sound policy.
